Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1950. 

As  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  is  included  in  Division  5  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  Divisional  Administration  of  the 
Preventive  Medical  Services,  information  and  statistics  relating  to 
these  services  have  been  included  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  birth  rate  of  14.2  shows  little  change  from  that  of  14.4 
for  the  previous  year,  but  was  lower  than  those  of  16.3  for  the 
Administrative  County  and  15.8  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the 
total  births  registered  5.7  per  cent,  were  illegitimate  as  compared 
with  3.8  per  cent,  in  1949. 

The  death  rate  \vas  13.9  as  compared  with  13.5  for  1949. 
A  feature  of  the  deaths  is  the  small  proportion  due  to  infective  and 
parasitic  diseases,  which  is  attributable  to  the  efforts  of  preventive 
medicine  and  the  tremendous  advances  in  chemotherapy  made  in 
recent  years.  ^  On  the  other  hand,  the  proportion  of  deaths  from 
degenerative  diseases^  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  from  other 
diseases  associated  with  old  age  is  hig'h,  and  is  a  reflection  of  the 
increasing  average  life  span. 

The  increasing  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  population 
poses  numerous  economic  and  social  problems.  If  the  balance 
between  the  productive  and  unproductive  portions  of  the  population 
is  to  be  maintained,  industry  will  need  to  employ  more  of  the 
over  sixties  who  are  able  and  willing  to  work,  and  who  through 
their  accumulated  skill  and  experience  have  still  something  of  value 
to  offer  to  the  community ;  the  provision  of  statutory  and  voluntary 
services  for  the  aged  will  be  required  on  an  increasing  scale,  but  the 
existence  of  such  services  should  not  loosen  family  ties  and  dull  the 
social  conscience  of  the  public  to  their  own  moral  responsibility  for 
caring  for  their  aged  relatives  whenever  this  is  possible. 

there  were  14  infant  deaths,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  32.0  which  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Seven  of  the 
deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  four  weeks,  five  of  which  were 
due  to  prematurity. 


That  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  is  most  gratifying  and 
is  a  tribute  to  the  high  standard  of  ante-natal  and  obstetrical  care. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  moderately  prevalent 
during  the  year  but  otherwise  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
was  slight. 
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During  the  year  18  applications  for  priority  rehousing  on 
medical  grounds  were  submitted  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  consideration,  10  of  which  were  tuberculosis  cases.  In  10  cases 
priority  was  recommended  to  the  Housing  Committee. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  in  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  I  would  also  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
assistance  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of  the  Council  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948--SECTION  47. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  provides  that 
where  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  county  district  certifies  that 
a  person  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  is  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention,  the  County  District  Council 
may  apply  to  a  court  of  sum.mary  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  his 
detention  and  maintenance  there. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Borough  Council  under  this 
section  during  the  year. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  42  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  22  of  which  were 
notified  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  disease  was  mild  in 
character  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year, 
have  now  been  no  cases  in  the  Borough  since  1947. 

Particulars  of  diphtheria  immunisation  are  given 
appendix  to  this  report. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  fairly  prevalent  during  the  last  three 
quarters  of  the  year  with  168  cases,  the  maximum  incidence  being 
in  July.  The  disease  generally  was  mild  in  character,  but  there  was 
one  death. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  149  cases.  The  disease  generally  was  mild  and 
there  were  no  deaths.  No  scheme  for  immunisation  against  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  has  yet  been  adopted  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  but 
some  children  are  immunised  by  their  own  private  doctors. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  period  July  to  October, 
three  of  the  cases  being  adults.  As  is  usual  in  this  disease  there 
was  no  apparent  connection  between  the  cases.  All  the  cases  were 
paralytic  in  type,  and  there  was  one  death  from  bulbar  paralysis. 

Dysentery. 

Eleven  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  were  accounted  for  by  a  short  and  sharp  outbreak  at  the 
Sunfield  Day  Nursery  in  March,  al¥ecting  10  children  and  a  member 
of  the  stafif.  One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital,  but  apart  from'this 
all  the  cases  were  mild  and  made  a  rapid  recovery. 

Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to 
notice  during  the  year,  21  by  formal  notification  and  four  b}^  other 
sources.  There  were  also  three  notified  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  There  were  six  deaths  from  tuberculosis  (five 
pulmonary  and  one  non-pulmonary). 

During  the  year  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  referred  to 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  50,  Little 
Horton  Lane,  Bradford,  which  under  arrangements  made  by 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  now  serves  the  Borough  of 
Pudsey. 

The  domiciliary  supervision  and  after-care  is  carried  out  by 
a  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  who  is  attached  to  the  stafif  of  the 
Divisional  Public  Health  Office.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA- 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  James  L.  Hill,  M.Inst.Mun.  E., 
Borough  Surveyor,  for  the  follo^ving  report  regarding  sewage 
disposal  in  the  Borough : — 

The  Sewage  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions : — 

(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  consists  of  detritus  tanks, 
precipitation  tanks,  storm  tanks,  percolating  filters, 
humus  tanks  and  land  treatment.  Milk  of  lime  and  Alumino- 
Ferric  are  used  as  precipitants  and  sludge  is  disposed  of  on 
drying  beds.  Extensions  were  commenced  at  these  Works  in 
July,  1948,  but  are  not  yet  completed.  However,  six  of  the 
eight  new  105  ft.  diameter  filters  are  now  in  operation  and 
are  having  the  effect  of  improving'  the  final  effluent  at  this 
moment. 

(b)  Smalewell  Sewage  Works  consists  of  precipitation,  storm 
water  and  humus  tanks  with  filtration  by  percolating  and 
land  filters.  Sludge  is  disposed  of  on  drying  beds  and 
milk  of  lime  is  used  as  a  precipitant. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Far*sley  and 

(d)  Calverley  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  works  of  the  Feeds 
Corporation.

Composition  of  Sewage. 

Mainly  domestic  in  origin  and  contains  approximately  35% 
trade  waste  at  Houghside  Works  and  15%  at  Smalewell  Works. 


Strength  of  Sewage. 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  absorbs  more  than  15 
parts  per  1,000  of  oxygen  from  acid  K.Mn.04  in  four  hours  and 
is,  therefore,  classed  as  very  strong.  At  Smalewell  Works  the 
sewage  is  bordering  on  strong  (O^  absorption  =  10  parts  per  1,000) 
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Character  of  Sewage. 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  very  difficult  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highly  colloidal,  a  feature 
which  renders  essential  the  use  of  precipitants,  but  which  at  the 
same  time  restricts  the  choice  of  precipitants  which  will  achieve 
satisfactory  results.  The  main  trade  wastes  which  will  give  the 
sewage  this  undesirable  feature  are  discharges  from  woollen  mills, 
tanneries  and  grease  works.  The  sewage  at  Smalewell  Works 
responds  readily  to  normal  treatment.  Difficulty  from  irregular 
trade^  waste  flushes  is  experienced  at  both  works.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  Harold 
Brownson,  Waterworks  Manager: — 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  the  City 
of  Bradford  Waterworks  Department. 

There  are  two  supplies  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Pudsey 
from  Bradford,  one  to  Calverley  and  the  other  to  Pudsey  proper. 
The  water  going  to  Calverley  is  from  the  low  level  works — Barden 
Aqueduct— from  here  it  is  passed  to  the  Gilstead  slow  sand  filter, 
from  where  it  is  passed  to  the  Heaton  service  reservoir  and  a 
branch  is  taken  off  at  Shipley  to  supply  Calverley,  before  it  joins 
the  Heaton  service  reservoir;  that  is  to  say,  the  water  for 
Calverley  is  slow  sand  filtered  at  the  Gilstead  filter.  The  Pudsey 
supply  proper  is  taken  from  the  intermediate  level  waterworks 
which  are  the  Angram  and  Scarr  House  reservoirs,  which  are 
impounding  reservoirs  on  the  River  Nidd.  From  here  it  is  taken 
to  Chellow  Heig'hts  where  it  is  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters 
and  then  through  slow  sand  filters,  and  then  sent  to  Pudsey  proper. 
In  both  cases  the  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  filtration  works. 


The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  supply  of  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  is  constant.  10,300  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the 
town’s  mains  to  a  population  of  30,730.  There  is  only  one  property 
not  on  the  public  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1950. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  eleventh  Report,  to  the 
Borough  Council  on  the  environmental  health  services  of  the 
Borough.  In  so  doing  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  and  interest  in  matters  which  so  vitally  affect  the 
health  of  the  people.  I  would  also  like  to  voice  my  appreciation  of 
the  constant  endeavours  made  by  my  staff  to  serve  the  Borough 
and  myself.  The  happy  spirit  of  co-operation  existing  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  willingness  of  every  individual  to  perform  his  or  her 
duties  at  all  times  has  considerably  lightened  my  responsibilities 
and  made  my  job  so  much  easier. 

The  year  1950  has,  like  its  predecessors,  proved  one  of 
difficulties,  particularly  in  that  very  fundamental  of  the  environ¬ 
mental  hygiene  services,  i.e.  the  housing  of  the  people ;  nevertheless 
in  several  other  aspects  much  progress  has  been  made  and  consolida¬ 
tion  effected.  As  typical  examples  of  this  progress  I  cite  the 
improved  measures  effected  for  controlling  the  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  in  the  open  air,  the  complete  abolition  of  all 
ashpits,  and  the  continuous  progress  and  conversion  of  priv}^ 
middens  and  tipplers,  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
which  I  claim  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level  of  efficiency 
despite  rising  costs  and  labour  difficulties,  and  the  noticeable 
reduction  in  vermin  infestation  in  the  Borough  over  the  past  few 
years. 


Housing. 

The  housing  of  the  people  is  a  problem  which  throughout  the 
country  is  increasing  in  magnitude ;  in  Pudsey  the  position  is  no 
different  from  any  other  part  of  the  country.  Due  to  circumstances 
entirely  unavoidable  there  has  been  over  the  past  decade  a 
progressive  deterioration  of  existing  living  accommodation.  During 
the  war  years  in  particular  owners  of  property  found  it  almost 
impossible  to  effect  repairs  to  their  dwelling  houses  because  of  the 
shortage  of  skilled  labour.  Since  the  war  the  position  has  not 
improved  to  any  great  extent  and  has  in  fact  worsened  due  to  rising 
costs  of  labour  and  materials,  making  it  almost  impossible  for 
owners  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs  at  a  reasonable  cost,  bearing 
in  mind  that  rents  have  remained  static  since  1939. 

A  preliminary  housing  survey  carried  out  by  the  Department 
some  years  ago  showed  the  position  in  its  true  light.  Some  600 
dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  were  at  that  time  considered  to  be 
in  a  state  of  unfitness  for  human  habitation  and  could  not  be  made 
fit  without  major  repairs.  Since  that  surve}^  w-as  completed  such 
properties  have  remained  occupied  and,  it  would  appear,  will  continue 
to  remain  in  being  for  some  considerable  time,  meanwhile  the 
inspectorial  staff*  of  the  department  is  placed  in  a  most  invidious 
position ;  faced  with  the  ever  increasing  number  of  complaints  from 
tenants  and  having  the  knowledge  that  in  many  cases  the  serving 
of  notices  under  the  Housing  Act  would  mean  unreasonable 
expenditure  by  the  owner  in  effecting  repairs,  it  has  been  necessary 
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to  steer  a  middle  course  and  to  insist  on  the  completion  of  what 
might  be  called  first  aid  or  essential  repairs.  In  these  cases  the 
housing  standard  has  not  been  improved ;  the  necessity  for  tackling 
such  properties  in  the  only  satisfactory  manner  has  purely  been 
delayed  and  the  property  given  a  life  of  a  few  extra  years. 

Although  unattainable  at  the  present  time  the  only  solution 
to  the  problem  is,  I  hope,  apparent  to  everybody — the  provision  of 
new  houses  in  such  numbers  as  to  fulfil  the  existing  requirements 
and  to  rehouse  persons  displaced  by  slum  clearance  and  statutory 
overcrowding.  Until  such  a  happy  position  is  reached  properties  of 
the  type  already  described  must  remain  in  occupation,  and  the  staff 
must  exercise  all  their  tolerance,  tact  and  discrimination  in  keeping 
such  properties  in  a  state,  even  if  only  a  low  state,  of  habitability. 

I  do  feel  that  if  some  incentive  was  offered  to  owners,  say 
in  the  form  of  an  opportunity  to  increase  rents,  then  it  might  be 
possible  for  many  houses  which  arc  at  present  substandard  to  be 
brought  up  to  a  reasonable  state  of  repair.  If  increases  in  rents 
were  allowed  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  increases  should  not  be 
permitted  without  the  consent  of  the  local  authority.  It  should  not 
be  difficult  to  formulate  a  scheme  whereby  an  owner  wishing  to 
increase  his  rent  should  make  application  to  the  local  authority  for 
that  purpose ;  that  authority  would  then  cause  an  inspection  to  be 
made  of  the  property  by  a  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector.  If  the 
property  did  not  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Housing  Act  and  could  be  made  fit  for  habitation  at  a  reasonable 
cost  the  authority  concerned  could  tfien  issue  a  list  of  repairs 
required  to  bring  the  house  up  to  standard.  When  such  repairs, 
if  any,  were  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  that  local  authoritv 
the  owner  would  then  be  allowed  to  increase  his  rent.  Similarly, 
an  owner  of  well  maintained  property  could  also  be  permitted  to 
increase  his  rent  to  a  defined  limit. 

In  the  case  of  houses  which  are  of  sound  construction  and  in 
good  repair  improvements  in  standard  might  be  hoped  for  if  the 
Council  should  decide  to  operate  and  give  publicity  to  the  provisions 
of  the  1949  Housing  Act.  By  this  Act  the  Government  has  made 
provision  for  grants  of  between  £50  and  £300  per  house  to  be  avail¬ 
able  at  the  discretion  of  local  authorities  and  subject  to  certain 
conditions,  and  has  arranged  for  Exchequer  aid  equivalent  to  three 
quarters  of  any  loan  charges  incurred.  Examples  of  improvement 
work  which  comes  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  are : — • 

Provision  of  bathrooms  where  none  exist. 

Provision  of  indoor  W.C.s. 

Provision  of  additional  bedroom  and  living  room  accom¬ 
modation  where  necessary. 

Conversion  from  cesspool  to  main  drainage. 

Internal  service  for  water,  g'as  or  electricity. 

Work  necessary  to  remedy  certain  structural  defects. 

Installation  of  hot  water  systems,  etc.,  etc. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  is  obviously  vitally  affected  by 
the  amount  of  available  material  and  skilled  labour.  Although  I 
am  loth  to  suggest  a  lowering  in  the  standard  of  new  housing 
accommodation  provided,  it  would  seem  that  costs  could  be  reduced 
and  materials  and  labour  saved  by  the  cutting  out  of  such  admir- 
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able  but  probably  surplus  amenities  as  the  installation  of  more 
than  one  W.C.  in  a  house.  Furthermore  the  provision  of  blocks  of 
through  terrace  houses  would,  I  feel  sure,  meet  a  long-felt  want  in 
such  an  area  as  this. 

Despite  every  effort  on  behalf  of  the  staff  to  retain  existing 
property  for  housing  purposes,  it  has  been  necessary  to  report  to 
the  Health  Committee  on  several  dwelling  houses,  and  by  the 
effective  and  ready  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee  and  the 
Housing  Manager  it  has  been  possible  to  solve  such  problems  by 
the  rehousing  of  tenants  and  the  voluntary  closing  and  ensuing 
demolition  of  such  properties. 

One  appreciates  the  tremendous  difficulties  with  which  the 
Housing  Committee  are  faced  in  allocating  new  houses  to  the  most 
needy  of  its  thousands  of  applicants,  and  I  would  like  to  emphasise 
that  it  is  only  in  the  most  serious  cases  that  help  is  sought  from  the 
Housing  Committee  by  the  Health  Committee  and  its  officers. 

I  need  not  reiterate  statements  made  in  previous  reports  but 
it  is  obvious  to  all  that  the  housing  shortage  is  a  vital  social  problem 
which  impinges  detrimentally  on  the  life  and  habits  of  the  people. 

One  new  method  of  approach  towards  this  problem  by  the 
Health  Committee  is  worthy  of  note — a  statutory  notice  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  served  on  the  owner  of  some  property 
in  the  Borough,  in  other  words  the  owner  was  required  to  carry  out 
only  first  aid  repairs  so  as  to  make  the  two  dwelling  houses  con¬ 
cerned  reasonably  habitable.  The  owner  stated  that  he  was  unable 
to  carry  out  such  repairs  due  to  lack  of  the  necessary  capital,  and 
requested  the  Corporation  to  close  the  premises  and  to  rehouse  the 
tenants.  The  Committee,  after  much  consideration,  finally  decided 
to  take  over  this  property,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  to  carry 
out  necessary  repairs  and  to  hand  over  the  property  to  the  Housing 
Committee  as  additional  units  of  accommodation. 

One  other  aspect  of  housing  might  be  mentioned,  and  that  is 
the  ever  increa,sing  tendency  for  the  use  of  caravans,  etc.,  for 
permanent  living  accommodation.  Several  applications  were  made 
to  the  Council  in  this  respect  but  in  every  case  the  necessary  licences 
were  refused,  it  being  considered  that  the  occupation  of  caravans 
for  permanent  human  occupation  would  result  in  a  further  lowering 
of  the  housing  standards  of  the  Borough  and  would,  in  fact,  set  up 
further  problems  which  may  ultimately  become  difficult  to  solve. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  state 
of  some  of  the  uncleared  sites  of  demolished  houses  in  the  Borough  ; 
they  are  an  eyesore,  and  unfortunately  can  be  seen  on  some  of  the 
main  roads.  Power  to  deal  with  such  cases  is  only  available  to  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  authority. 

Several  of  the  larger  industrial  firms  have  provided  hostel 
and  other  accommodation  for  European  Voluntary  Workers,  and 
by  co-operation  with  the  firms  concerned  regular  inspections  were 
made  of  such  accommodation  in  order  to  maintain  a  reasonable 
standard  of  hygiene  and  sanitation. 
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Finally,  I  believe  that  a  national  housing  survey  is  necessary 
at  the  earliest  possible  time.  There  is,  without  doubt,  much  over¬ 
crowding-  in  the  Borough  unknown  to  the  department  or  to  the 
Housing  Committee,  furthermore  housing  conditions  in  some  parts 
of  the  Borough  have  deteriorated  during  recent  years  although  the 
extent  of  such  deterioration  cannot  be  adequately  estimated  with¬ 
out  house  to  house  inspections.  The  information  obtained  from  such 
a  survey  would  be  invaluable  in  enabling  housing  authorities  and 
this  Corporation  in  particular  to  prepare  adequately  for  the  future 
housing  needs. 


General  Public  Health  Work. 

The  progressive  policy  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
abolition  of  privy  middens  and  defective  tippler  closets  has  resulted 
in  much  improvement  in  this  respect,  in  fact  in  almost  every  case 
where  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  satisfactory  drainage  privy 
middens  have  now  been  converted  to  water  closets.  The  payment  of 
half  the  actual  cost  of  conversion  by  the  Corporation  has  proved  a 
valuable  inducement  to  the  owners  in  this  respect.  There  are,  of 
course,  25  privy  middens  still  in  existence  in  the  Borough  where 
conversion  is  impracticable  under  present  circumstances,  but  where 
possible  owners  are  being  persuaded  to  replace  such  privies  by 
pailclosets  and  dustbins.  The  department  carried  out  a  weekly 
collection  from  all  pailclosets,  and  although  the  provision  of  pail¬ 
closets  in  lieu  of  privies  is  not  a  complete  solution,  it  does  go  part 
way  at  least  in  reducing  nuisance  and  improvi’ig  standards  of 
hygiene. 

The  public  demand  for  Corporation  dustbins  continued,  and 
the  service  afforded  in  providing  British  Standard  Specification 
heavy  bins  at  a  wholesale  price  plus  delivery  charge  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a  most  necessary  public  health  measure. 

The  interpretation  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  whereby 
either  owner  or  occupier  may  be  held  responsible  for  the  replace¬ 
ment  of  existing  defective  bins  or  the  provision  of  new  bins  caused 
some  concern  to  the  department.  It  would  appear  that  as  a  general 
principle  the  Council  are  correct  in  placing  the  onus  for  the 
provision  of  bins  on  the  owner  of  the  premises,  but  recent  High 
Court  decisions  are  rather  disturbing;  this  factor  together  with  the 
tremendous  advantages  of  public  ownership  of  dustbins  indicates 
that  this  authority  will  have  to  consider  seriously  at  an  early  date  a 
scheme  for  the  municipal  provision  of  dustbins  as  a  direct  charge 
on  the  rates.  Many  authorities  have  taken  this  course  and  many 
more  have  the  question  under  active  consideration. 

Careful  attention  was  devoted  during  the  year  to  the 
sampling  and  examination  of  the  public  water  supply.  As  you  are 
aware  water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  Bradford  Corporation  and  is 
mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds.  Frequent  bacteriological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  bacillus  coli  and  as  a  safeguard 
against  pollution  revealed  that  the  supply  was  maintained  at  a  very 
high  standard.  In  view  of  the  soft  nature  samples  were  also  taken 
for  plumbo  solvency. 
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There  were  several  complaints  during  the  year  reg'ardin^  the 
unpleasant  taste  of  the  water  supplied  in  certain  districts  ;  samples 
obtained  showed  the  water  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory  but  that 
extra  chlorination  had  been  carried  out  at  the  service  reservoirs  as 
an  additional  safeguard. 

During  the  season  samples  of  water  were  obtained  frequently 
and  at  irregular  intervals  from  the  Pubic  Swimming  Baths,  and  it 
is  noteworthy  that  in  all  cases  the  bacteriologist  and  analyst 
reported  the  samples  to  be  of  first  class  water. 

A  further  batch  of  complaints  was  received  regarding  the 
condition  of  the  water  supply  serving  the  lower  end  of  Roker  Dane. 
It  would  appear  that  due  to  the  condition  of  the  existing  water 
main  serving  that  area  the  water  occasionally  contained  a  deposit  of 
rust.  Samples  obtained  at  these  times  revealed  that  there  was  noth¬ 
ing  organically  wrong  with  the  water  but  that  justification  for  com¬ 
plaint  existed  due  to  the  discoloration  of  the  water  by  rust.  The 
matter  was  reported  to  the  Waterworks  Manager  for  further  action. 

A  total  of  855  complaints  were  made  to  the  department 
covering  a  variety  of  matters  ranging  from  defective  housing 
conditions  to  mice  infestation.  Every  complaint  was  investigated 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  appropriate  measures  taken  where 
necessary.  Only  in  exceptional  cases  was  it  necessary  to  ask  the 
Council  to  approve  the  service  of  statutor^^  notices  to  abate 
nuisances  and  effect  necessary  public  health  measures. 

As  an  example,  a  tenant  on  making  a  complaint  regarding 
housing  conditions  is  asked  first  of  all  to  make  a  complaint  to  the 
owner  and  give  the  owner  reasonable  time  to  effect  repairs,  failing 
this  a  prelimiinary  notice  is  served  from  the  department  requesting 
the  owner  to  carry  out  such  repairs  or  abatement  measures  and  then 
after  a  suitable  interval  of  time  statutory  notices  are  served  to 
effect  compliance.  In  only  one  case  was  it  necessar}^  to  take  court 
action  to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  in  this  case  the 
owner  was  fined  a  total  of  £17-10-0  on  each  of  two  offences. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  position  which  exists  during  the  summer  recess.  The  Council 
does  not  meet  for  some  time,  and  previous  experience  has  shown 
that  in  some  cases  measures  to  abate  urgent  nuisances  cannot  be 
effected  until  a  statutory  meeting  of  the  Borough  Council,  conse¬ 
quently  when  persuasion  fails  a  serious  nuisance  such  as  a 
choked  or  defective  drain  may  continue  for  several  weeks.  I  suggest 
that  this  position  could  be  overcome  by  the  appointment  of  a  small 
sub-committee  with  power  to  act  in  such  cases. 

A  similar  position  arises  in  connection  with  the  licensing  of 
caravans  and  other  moveable  dwellings  and  of  the  sites  for  such 
dwellings.  If  a  decision  is  not  made  b}^  the  Council  on  an  application 
in  respect  of  such  a  licence  within  four  weeks  of  the  receipt  of  the 
application,  consent  is,  according  to  the  Public  Health  Act,  deemed 
to  have  been  granted  unconditionally.  Bearing  in  mind  that  such  a 
licence  would  be  irrevocable  and  in  perpetuity,  it  seems  essential 
that  there  should  be  a  small  sub-committee  of  the  Council  appointed 
with  full  power  to  act,  in  order  that  the  Council  may  not  be  presented 
with  a  fait  accompli  on  its  reassembly  after  a  recess. 
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The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  comparatively 
low,  in  every  case  disinfection  by  formalin  was  carried  out  promptly 
and  thoroughly. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  vermin  infestation  of  dwelling 
houses,  particularly  by  bed  bugs,  is  becoming  almost  a  rarity.  1 
think  this  happy  position  can  be  attributed  partly  to  the  ever 
increasing  use  of  effective  insecticides  and  also  to  the  prompt  and 
free  service  given  by  the  department  in  such  cases  ;  in  other  words 
if  complaints  are  made  to  the  department  before  such  an  infestation 
has  become  acute,  controlling  and  eradication  measures  are  com¬ 
paratively  easy.  Furthermore,  every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  the 
initial  infestation  of  new  Council  houses.  An  inspection  is  made  of 
the  existing  house  of  every  prospective  tenant,  and  if  any  evidence 
is  found  indicating  the  presence  of  vermin,  the  household  furniture 
and  belongings  are  fumigated  by  HCN  gas  before  removal  to  the 
new  house. 

I  received  a  spate  of  complaints  from  tenants  in  the  Council 
estates  at  Roker  Lane  and  Southroyd  Park  regarding  cockroach 
infestation.  A  thorough  investigation  revealed  extensive  infestation 
of  the  area,  and  a  determined  and  concentrated  attack  was  made  on 
this  problem  by  the  employment  of  an  outside  firm  of  specialists. 

I  am  still  not  satisfied  in  regard  to  the  general  position  in  the 
Borough  on  the  keeping  of  animals  and  poultry,  partly  encouraged 
by  national  appeals  to  keep  poultry  and  pigs.  Many  buildings  have 
sprung  up  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough  during  the  past  few 
years  (some  without  the  provision  of  plans  and  without  receiving- 
prior  approval  from  this  authority)  ;  many  such  buildings  are  not 
constructed  of  suitable  material,  there  is  a  lack  of  drainage  and 
water  supply  and  facilities  for  food  storage  and  cleansing.  This  is 
a  problem  which  will  have  to  be  tackled  in  the  near  future,  probably 
by  seeking  additional  powers  under  new  bye-laws. 

The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
continued  the  use  of  the  building  at  the  rear  of  the  offices  in  Manor 
House  Street,  and  the  painless  destruction  of  animals  proved  a  great 
boon  to  the  citizens  of  the  Borough. 

Food  Hygiene. 

In  this  field  of  public  health  work  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  Borough,  indeed  throughout  the  country,  during  the 
year.  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  and  dealing  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
in  the  open  air  finally  came  into  operation  in  the  Borough  on  15th 
]\Iay.  Such  byelaws  are  an  important  step  forward  and  give  far 
greater  control  of  food  handling  operations  from  stalls,  carts,  etc. 

Coincident  with  this  progress  a  detailed  survey  of  all  premises 
where  food  was  stored,  exposed  for  sale,  or  intended  for  sale  was 
commenced.  This  survey  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
and  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  is  believed  that 
the  information  obtained  will  prove  of  inestimable  value  and  will 
serve  as  a  guide  for  future  requirements  of  this  authority  in  food 
hygiene.  The  initial  part  of  the  survey  showed  that  the  Borough 
was  in  a  comparatively  happy  position  although  shopkeepers  in 
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some  cases  have  continued  customs  wdiich  could  hardly  be  con¬ 
sidered  hygienic ;  I  cite  for  example  the  storage  of  meat  products, 
bread  and  confectionery  on  open  serving  counters  and  the  storage 
of  vegetables,  etc.  on  shop  floors.  I  believe  a  lot  of  the  anomalies 
regarding  food  storage  are  purely  as  a  result  of  lack  of  thought, 
and  an  informal  chat  with  the  shopkeepers  concerned  very  quickly 
puts  the  matter  right.  This  advisory  service  on  food  hygiene  is  not 
one  which  can  be  estimated  in  numbers  of  visits  nor  can  it  be  shown 
in  figures  but  it  is  a  valuable  work  which  is  going  on  day  b}’"  day 
and  shows  itself  by  the  favourable  position  in  which  this  authority 
is  fixed  regarding  food  hygiene.  One  pointer  which  show  the 
efficiency  of  this  service  has  been  the  absence  of  any  outbreak  of 
notifiable  food  poisoning. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  there  is  much  evidence  to 
show  that  the  public  are  showing  more  discrimination  in  their 
demands — wrapped  bread  and  bottled  milk  are  only  two  signs  to 
show  that  public  opinion,  if  it  so  desires,  can  achieve  reforms  in 
food  hygiene  which  no  amount  of  legislation  could  ever  hope  to 
achieve.  I  still  believe  that  the  relationship  between  individual 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  and  food  hygiene  cannot  be  separated  and 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  shop  assistants,  bakehouse 
assistants  and  canteens  staffs  should  all  have  at  least  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  personal  hygiene.  I  have  suggested  that  the  education 
authority  might  well  consider  running  evening  or  part-timie  courses 
in  food  hygiene  for  the  benefit  of  such  people. 

No  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  purposes  has  taken  place 
in  the  Borough  with  the  exception  of  the  few  pigs  for  private 
consumption.  All  meat  is  brought  in  from  the  Leeds  abattoir  to 
the  Meat  Allocation  Depot  in  Lowtown  and  from  there  is  delivered 
to  the  local  butchers.  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  considerable 
improvement  in  the  transport  and  handling  of  the  meat  supplied  to 
the  Borough.  The  Allocatjon  Depot  has  been  improved  and  is  now 
maintained  in  a  clean  condition,  and  a  new  vehicle,  covered  and 
metal  lined,  has  been  provided  for  deliveries.  You  will  be  aware  that 
I  have  had  cause  to  make  strong  references  to  transport  and  hand¬ 
ling  of  meat  in  the  Borough  hitherto  and  I  am  pleased  that 
persuasive  efforts  have  produced  the  results  indicated. 

All  pigs  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  for  private  consumption 
were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  an  action  which  takes 
place  due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Food  Executive  Officer,  and  one 
which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  owners. 

The  department  maintained  a  close  contact  with  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  and  frequent  inspections  were 
made  to  ensure  cleanliness  and  satisfactor}^  methods  from  a  public 
health  point  of  view. 

During  the  year  all  the  licensed  premises  were  visited  and 
various  suggestions  were  made  to  the  licensing  authorities  in  that 
connection.  The  sanitary  accommodation  as  a  whole  could  be  said 
to  be  very  good  indeed  although  at  certain  of  the  older  houses 
sanitary  accommodation  was  well  out  of  date  and  required  re¬ 
planning.  Most  of  the  bars  in  the  licensed  houses  were  fitted  with 
small  shallow  sinks  for  washing  up  purposes,  the  sinks  being  fitted 
with  hot  and  cold  water.  This  arrangement  seems  to  have  been 
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satisfactory  for  many  years,  both  in  this  district  and  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  area,  but  1  am  of  opinion  that  all  bars  should  be  fitted 
with  at  least  two  sinks,  each  sink  being  of  good  depth  to  allow  for 
complete  immersion  of  glasses,  etc.,  one  sink  to  be  used  for  rinsing- 
purposes  in  conjunction  with  a  detergent,  and  the  second  for  final 
cleansing. 

The  measures  of  control  necessary  for  the  sale,  storage  and 
manufacture  of  ice  cream  involved  the  department  in  much  work 
both  of  an  educative  and  administrative  character.  A  code  of 
practice  was  evolved  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors 
in  the  Skyrack  area  and  this  code  was  approved  by  this  authority. 
This  enabled  the  staff  to  deal  much  more  effectively  with  the 
itinerant  hawker,  a  type  of  individual  who  brought  his  barrow  into 
the  Borough  on  a  Sunday  when  other  areas  were  closed  to  him.  The 
code  of  practice  involved  the  covering  of  all  vehicles  for  the 
prevention  of  contamination  of  equipment  and  ice  cream,  personal 
cleanliness  of  the  server,  and  the  provision  of  soap,  hot  water  and 
towels  to  every  shop,  stall  or  barrow  where  loose  ice  cream  was 
sold.  Several  samples  were  obtained  during  the  summer  season 
both  for  bacteriological  examination  (cleanliness)  and  for  chemical 
analysis  (nutritional  standard).  The  standard  test  applied  by  the 
bacteriologist  show-ed  that  on  the  whole  conditions  were  reasonably 
satisfactory,  but  I  feel  that  there  is  need  for  an  improved  method 
of  bacteriological  examination.  There  was  a  general  tendency 
throughout  the  year  to  increase  the  fat  content  of  ice  cream, 
probably  due  to  two  reasons — (a)  the  increased  amount  of  edible 
fats  available,  and  (b)  the  increased  competition.  From  a  nutritional 
point  of  view  the  general  ice  cream  product  approached  the  standard 
of  ice  cream  produced  prior  to  1940. 

The  department  carried  out  its  duties  in  regard  to  the 
distributive  side  of  the  milk  trade  with  undiminished  vigour.  Every 
effort  was  made  by  frequent  sampling  of  retailers,  by  inspection  of 
dairies,  and  by  general  advice  to  ensure  that  the  milk  sold  in  the 
Borough  was  of  good  quality.  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the 
large  number  of  samples  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination, 
including  examination  for  T.B.  As  you  are  aware,  the  supervisory 
duties  in  regard  to  milk  production  formerly  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
as  from  October,  1949,  and  I  am  more  convinced  than  ever  that  this 
was  a  retrograde  step.  It  is  impossible  to  divorce  the  distribution 
of  milk  from  the  production  side,  and  one  can  see  the  folly  of  not 
being  able  to  follow  back  an  unsatisfactory  sample  of  milk,  the 
investigation  regarding  production  having  to  be  left  to  the  officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  It  was  rather  depressing  to  note 
that  the  supervision  of  milk  production  at  cowsheds  and  dairies  in 
the  Borough  was  not  exercised  as,  in  my  opinion,  is  should  have 
been  by  the  Ministry.  This  caused  this  authority  and  several  others 
in  this  area  much  concern,  and  an  effort  was  made  to  have  the 
duties  in  connection  with  milk  production  transferred  back  to  the 
local  authorities,  if  only  for  a  limited  time. 

Careful  watch  was  maintained  on  the  general  food  supplies 
of  the  Borough,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  in  the  general  report 
that  a  total  of  2,708  lbs.  of  unsound  food  was  seized  or  surrendered 
during  the  year. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  held  in  Leeds  in  July,  Councillor 
Robbins  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  g'eneral  position  regarding  the  abatement  of  atmospheric 
pollution  was  little  changed  from  previous  years.  There  is  still  a 
tremendous  amount  of  apathy  existing  amongst  the  general  public, 
and  until  there  is  a  general  demand  for  cleaner  cities  and  towns  it 
is  unlikely  that  considerable  progress  can  be  made.  The  exclusion 
of  valuable  sunlight,  the  destructive  and  corrosive  effect  of  the 
acids  in  coal  smoke  both  on  buildings  and  on  the  human  body,  and 
the  dismal  and  dingy  appearances  of  our  industrial  towns  do  not 
appear  to  be  sufficient  means  to  stir  the  public  into  action. 

I  think  this  authority  should  decide  to  co-operate  with  the 
Department  of  Industrial  and  Scientific  Research  and  should  obtain 
the  necessary  apparatus  for  taking  measurements  of  the  general 
atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district.  Many  of  the  authorities  in 
the  country,  particularly  those  in  industrial  areas,  are  now  so 
co-operating,  and  valuable  information  is  being  obtained  for  future 
use. 

The  value  of  the  gas-ignited  coke  fire  and  other  coke  appli¬ 
ances  received  much  national  advertisement,  and  I  believe  the  use 
of  such  appliances  increased  considerably  in  the  Borough.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  however,  this  was  not  because  of  the  desire  of  the  public 
to  use  smoke  reducing  appliances  but  to  economise  on  coal  con¬ 
sumption  by  having  appliances  which  would  burn  coke. 


Factories. 

The  area  is  mainly  devoted  to  the  textile  manufacturing* 
processes,  but  it  is  surprising  to  note  the  diversity  of  trades  in  the 
smaller  mechanical  and  non-mechanical  factories, 

There  was  a  general  tendency  to  improve  standards, 
particularly  in  the  larger  factories  where  much  labour  is  employed. 
Measures  to  imiprove  sanitary  accommodation  and  canteen  facilities 
were  only  one  part  of  the  welfare  measures  which  were  increased. 

All  mechanical  factories  were  inspected  regularly  both  in 
regard  to  the  suitability  and  general  standard  of  the  sanitar}^ 
accommodation  and  also  for  the  means  of  escape  which  existed  in 
case  of  an  outbreak  of  fire. 

The  inspection  of  factories  of  a  non-mechanical  character 
was  mainly  the  responsibility  of  the  department,  and  much  valuable 
advisory  work  was  done  by  the  department  in  regard  to  the 
provision  of  satisfactory  standards  for  the  workpeople. 

I  have  again  to  report  that  factory  occupiers  are  still  not 
carrying  out  their  duties  in  regard  to  Section  110  of  the  Factories 
Act.  i.e.  the  biannual  notification  to  the  local  authoritv  of  out- 
workers  in  their  employ.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  it  is  most 
essential  that  all  premises  where  outwork  is  done  should  be 
inspected  and  approved  by  the  local  authority.  This  can  only  be 
done  by  the  co-operation  of  the  employer  in  reporting  such  premises 
to  the  local  authority.

Rodent  Infestation. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  no  problems  of  any  mag-nitude  have 
existed  in  the  Borough  due  to  infestation  by  rats  or  mice.  Since  the 
Corporation  instituted  a  free  service  to  householders  some  years 
ago  the  public  have  responded  by  notifying  the  department  of  a 
likely  infestation  at  the  very  earliest  stage.  By  means  of  prompt 
attention  and  treatment  minor  infestations  have  been  prevented 
from  spreading  and  becoming  a  major  problem,  and  I  believe  this 
co-operation  between  public  and  council  has  been  to  a  great  extent 
responsible  for  the  low  incidence  of  infestation  in  the  Borough. 
Furthermore,  as  previously  stated,  constant  vigilance  is  exercised 
by  the  inspectors  in  areas  and  at  premises  which  predispose  towards 
infestation,  and  it  is  significant  that  of  the  infestations  treated  by 
the  department  only  a  very  small  percentage  were  found  to  be  due 
to  defective  drainage  conditions. 

It  is  improbable  that  rats  could  breed  in  the  public  sewers 
in  the  Borough  as  such  sewers  are  mostly  running  at  a  steep 
gradient,  and  in  normal  wet  weather  conditions  are  mostly  running 
full  bore.  This  statement  was  indeed  proved  some  years  ago  when 
test  baits  on  the  sewers  carried  out  by  direction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  gave  a  negative  result. 

Regular  and  frequent  treatment  of  the  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Legislation  dealing  with  this  section  of  public  health  work 
was  strengthened  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1950, 
which  came  into  operation  on  31st  March,  1950. 


Public  Conveniences. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 
serious  position  in  the  Borough  due  to  the  lack  of  suitable  and 
sufficient  public  conveniences. 

Some  measure  of  approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  new  block  to  be  built  at  Stanningley 
Bottom ;  this  in  itself,  however,  only  touches  the  fringe  of  thei 
problem,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider  the 
erection  of  new  conveniences  and  the  reconstruction  of  existing 
conveniences  at  a  very  early  date. 

During  the  year  conveniences  at  Town  Wells  and  Calverley 
Lane  were  handed  over  by  the  Parks  Department. 

The  malicious  damage  done  to  the  fittings  in  public  conven¬ 
iences  continued  unabated,  costing  the  Corporation  no  insignificant 
amount  in  repairs,  and  it  is  indeed  a  great  pity  that  such  damage  to 
public  property  occurs.  I  would  appeal  to  members  of  the  public 
to  report  immediately  any  act  whereby  such  damage  is  being  caused. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  year  proved  one  of  consolidation  despite  the  great  diffi¬ 
culties  regard  suitable  labour,  and  the  amount  of  illness  amongst 
employees,  particularly  in  winter  time. 
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I  am  sataisfied  that  the  department  gave  a  very  satisfactory 
service  to  the  public.  It  was  impossible  to  reach  the  stage  whereby 
all  rounds  carried  out  a  weekly  collection  in  winter  time,  but  the 
average  time  between  collections  was  6^  working  days. 

Increased  wages  and  rising  cOsts  of  repairs_  meant  a  high 
cost  to  the  ratepayers,  but  even  then  the  complete  cost  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  compared  favourably  with  that  of  adjoining 
districts. 

During  the  year  two  new  vehicles  were  purchased,  both  of 
the  Karrier  CK3  type.  The  value  of  employing  a  larger  vehicle  (10 
cu.  yds.  capacity  as  compared  with  7  cu.  yds.)  meant  fewer  visits 
to  the  tip  and  and  an  overall  saving  in  cost  of  petrol. 

Refuse  collection  work  still  remained  unpopular  as  employ¬ 
ment,  and  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  the  staff 
in  the  desired  numbers. 

Tipping  continued  in  a  controlled  manner  at  Woodhall  Hills, 
and  at  the  request  of  a  local  farmer  the  department  tipped  a 
considerable  amount  of  refuse  on  land  adjoining  Hill  Farm,  Wood- 
hall  Hills ;  this  levelled  out  the  land  and  after  soiling  over  the  land 
will  be  reclaimed  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  controlling  refuse  disposal 
and  tipping  mainly  due  to  the  lack  of  suitable  covering  material  in 
the  summer  months.  Every  effort  was  made  to  cover  refuse  by  the 
cartage  of  ashes  from  local  manufactories. 

Probably  due  to  the  excessive  ash  content  of  present  day  coal 
many  householders  increased  the  number  of  dustbins  at  their 
premises.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  provision  of  additional 
bins  to  dwelling  houses  means  a  correspondng  reduction  in  the 
rate  of  refuse  collection  unless  staff  is  increased. 

Equipment  for  servicing  the  vehicles  is  urgently  required  at 
the  garage,  and  I  would  recommend  the  Council  to  purchase  a 
mechanical  greasing  plant  with  compressor  and  t3^re  inflator,  and 
to  provide  a  concrete  wash  with  stand  pipe  in  the  yard.  Much  can 
be  done  to  prevent  major  repairs  to  vehicles  by  frequent  examina¬ 
tion  and  attention  to  minor  defects  providing  the  necessary  equip¬ 
ment  is  there  to  carry  out  such  measures. 

A  special  weekly  collection  from  pailclosets  and  privy  middens 
was  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  The  vehicle  used  was  fitted 
with  a  special  tank  to  obviate  nuisance. 

Difficulty  was  encountered  in  disposing  of  small  animal 
carcases,  meat,  and  food  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
Such  putrescible  matter  should  be  destroyed  by  burning  i  n  a 
properly  constructed  incinerator,  and  I  would  recommend  the 
Council  to  consider  such  an  incinerator  as  being  a  primary  necessity 
for  the  future. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  was  also  drawn  to  the 
requests  from  local  manufacturers  for  tipping  space  on  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  tip.  I  was  given  full  power  to  allow  satisfactory  material  to 
be  tipped  on  the  Council’s  tips  at  a  nominal  cost. 
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Some  progress  was  made  in  acquiring  the  Uppermoor 
Quarries  as  a  tipping  site,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  my  next 
annual  report  is  penned  controlled  tipping  will  have  commenced  on 
this  extraordinarily  good  site. 


Salvage  Scheme. 

The  total  income  from  salvage  sales  was  £1,900  involving  the 
collection  and  sale  of : — 

Paper  . .  ...  244  tons 


Textiles .  5  tons 

Metals  .  10  cwts. 

Kitchen  waste .  134  tons 


Since  the  commencement  of  salvage  operations  in  the  Borough  in 
1940  the  department  has  collected  4,461  tons  of  material  which  has 
brought  in  a  revenue  of  £18,065. 

The  market  for  waste  paper  continued  to  improve,  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  prices  much  higher  than  even  those 
obtained  during  the  war  years  were  in  operation. 

The  demand  for  rags  continued  but  the  amount  collected 
during  refuse  collection  operations  dropped  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  was  partly  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  new  materials 
and  the  ever-increasing  amount  of  collection  by  private  traders. 

The  collection  of  kitchen  waste  was  still  carried  out  under 
direction  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Several  efforts 
were  made  during  the  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  Borough  of 
Morley  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Garforth,  Rothwell  and 
Horsforth,  to  have  the  direction  lifted  and  to  cease  the  collection  of 
kitchen  waste  from  communal  bins.  Pudsey  is  an  area  with  a  large 
pig  population  and  it  is  felt  that  under  the  conditions  operating 
during  the  year  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  of  kitchen  waste  produced 
is  handed  over  to  local  pig  keepers  and  farmers  and  poultry  keepers 
for  use  in  the  Borough ;  the  remainder  which  is  collected  by  the 
Corporation  was  taken  from  approximately  350  communal  bins  in 
the  streets  and  from  schools  and  canteens,  and  was  delivered  to  the 
Leeds  Corporation  for  concentration  into  “  pudding.”  This  service 
was  uneconomical  as  the  cost  of  collection  and  conveyance  to 
Leeds  was  by  no  means  covered  by  the  price  obtained  from  Leeds 
Corporation  for  the  raw  material ;  furthermore  many  complaints 
were  made  by  the  public  regarding  the  presence  of  bins  in  the 
streets  particularly  during  the  summer  months.  Complaints  were 
made  as  to  the  smell  from  the  bins  and  the  spillage  of  the  kitchen 
waste  around  the  bins.  In  the  majority  of  complaints  investigated 
it  was  realised  that  the  main  fault  lay  in  the  public  attitude  to  the 
communal  bin  ;  decomposing  meat  and  fish  and  even  glass  bottles 
and  jars  were  placed  into  such  receptacles,  and  some  were  generally 
abused  by  the  public.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  thoroughly 
cleaning  out  such  bins  due  to  lack  of  suitable  equipment,  and  if  the 
service  is  to  continue  then  the  Corporation  will  have  to  consider 
purchasing  apparatus  for  effectually  sterilising  them  and  removing 
grease  and  other  obnoxious  matter. 
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OTHER  DUTIES. 

Shops  Acts,  1950. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  in  1st  October,  1950,  and  was 
in  fact  a  consolidation  of  existing  legislation.  Due  to  the  shortage 
of  inspectorial  staff  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  routine 
inspections  of  premises  in  the  evenings  and  on  Sundays. 

A  request  was  put  forward  to  the  Council  that  they  should 
consider  adopting  a  weekly  half  holiday  order  which  would  cover 
all  areas.  At  the  present  time  with  different  weekly  half  holiday 
orders  operating  in  Pudsey  and  Parsley  and  none  in  Calverley,  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  keep  check  on  the  observance  of  the  weekly 
half  holiday  order  by  shopkeepers. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

The  different  Acts  were  consolidated  in  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  (Consolidation)  Act,  1950,  making  administration  much 
easier. 

The  department  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Police  and  several  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  three  outbreaks  of  anthrax  occurred  in 
the  Borough  on  14th  June,  24th  October  and  27th  November  res¬ 
pectively.  It  was  necessary  for  the  department  to  arrange  for  the 
destruction  of  carcases  and  to  disinfect  the  affected  premises.  I 
must  pay  a  tribute  here  to  the  workmen  so  engaged  in  this  most 
unpleasant  task  for  the  manner  in  which  they  willingly  undertook 
risks  and  worked  long  hours  with  a  view  to  removing  the  dangers 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

During  the  year  52  licences  were  granted  in  respect  of 
approved  stores  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  mixtures 
thereof  and  carbide  of  calcium.  Every  effort  was  made  to  ensure 
that  the  conditions  of  the  licence  were  being  carried  out  in  individual 
cases  but  the  shortage  of  staff  together  with  the  many  other  duties 
performed  by  the  department  prevented  systematic  and  frequent 
visits  in  this  respect. 

GENERAL. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  this  Committee  in 
particular  for  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association  which  was  held  at 
Bridlington  in  September.  The  excellence  of  the  papers  and  the 
interchange  of  ideas  between  delegates  assumes  great  importance 
when  dealing  with  specific  problems  in  one’s  area. 

I  attended  a  course  at  the  Home  Office  Civil  Defence 
Technical  Training  School  at  Easingwold  in  May,  where  I  qualified 
by  examination  to  instruct  in  the  principles  of  atomic,  chemical  and 
biological  warfare  and  the  fitting  and  inspection  of  respirators.  I 
accepted  the  post  of  Local  Training  Officer  for  the  Civil  Defence 
Services  of  the  Borough. 
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I  would  conclude  by  reiterating  my  statement  in  my  last 
report.  I  consider  it  very  necessary  for  the  Council  to  appoint  an 
additional  sanitary  inspector.  The  staff  of  qualified  inspectors  is 
insufficient  to  meet  the  growing  demands  of  the  Borough, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  many  additional  duties  performed  by  the 
technical  officers,  and  for  the  small  cost  involved  (the  Ministry  of 
Health  paying  half  the  cost)  the  Council  would  be  amply  repaid 
in  making  this  appointment.

The  staff  of  the  section  has  varied  in  numbers  but  normally 
it  is  made  up  of  1  general  foreman,  1  assistant  foreman,  4  charge- 
hands,  5  drivers,  12  dustmen  and  salvage  workers,  2  tip  men,  and  1 
watchman. 

The  fleet  of  vehicles  comprises  2  CK3  Collectors  (10  cu.  yds. 
capacity),  3  Karrier  Bantam  Collectors  (7  cu.  yds.  capacity),  1 
Austin  (3  tonnef),  and  1  Ford  (10  cwts.)  light  van. 

During  the  year  382,611  dustbins,  680  privies,  and  3,985  pail- 
closets  were  emptied  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  £10,000. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  collecting  refuse  from 
10,400  dwelling  houses  and  700  other  premises,  making  a  grand  total 
of  11,100  premises.

You  will  note  that  24  houses  were  visited  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  connection  with  vermin  infestation,  and  that  49  rooms 
were  disinfected  by  the  department. 

During  the  year  499  nuisances  were  dealt  with,  as  compared 
to  565  in  1949.  The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  department 
was  855.  Visits  made  by  the  inspectorial  staff  cover  a  wide  field, 
as  shown  in  the  statistics.  Amongst  the  visits  were : 

266  primary  visits  to  inspect  drainage  work. 

78  visits  to  test  drains. 

Tests  include  the  hydraulic,  colour,  and  chemical  tests. 

326  visits  were  made  to  supervise  the  refuse  collection 
service. 

48  visits  to  investigate  infectious  diseases  were  made,  and  36 
premises  were  disinfected  in  connection  therewith.  Disinfection  is 
carried  out  by  formalin  or  sulphur  dioxide.  I  would  again  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  need  for  a  steam  disinfector.

(1)  As  previously  reported  supervision  of  the  production  side  of 
the  milk  trade  passed  over  to  the  Government  on  1st  October,  1949. 
By  far  the  major  portion  of  the  milk  supply  is  produced  locally  and 
is  delivered  to  consumers  in  the  raw  state.  There  has  been  some 
increase  in  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.

A  total  of  52  samples  of  milk  was  obtained  in  the  Borough 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  this  purpose.  The  County  Analyst 
certified  that  all  were  genuine. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

During  the  year  170  visits  were  made  to  examine  foods 
suspected  of  being  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  as  can  be 
seen  from  the  statistics  approximately  2,708  lbs.  of  food  were 
certified  as  unfit  and  surrendered  to  the  department  for  destruction. 

135  premises  were  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  464  visits  were  made  during  the  3'ear. 
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The  only  slaughtering  which  took  place  was  of  pigs  for 
private  consumption.  The  continuance  of  the  co-operation  with 
the  Food  Executive  Officer  enabled  an  inspection  of  every  carcase 
to  be  made.  The  owners  of  the  carcases  appeared  to  appreciate  the 
advice  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

I  am  satisfied  that  the  incidence  of  infestation  in  the  Borough 
remains  at  a  comparatively  low  level. 

(d)  Shops  Acts. 

The  health  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  contained  in  Section 
10  of  the  Act  were  the  subject  of  careful  attention,  and  additional 
heating,  lighting,  and  W.C.  accommodation  was  installed  in  certain 
cases  as  a  result  of  action  by  the  department.  268  visits  were  made. 

It  was  possible  to  devote  a  little  more  attention  to  this  section 
of  work.  Visits  were  made  to  inspect  the  health  and  comfort 
arrangements  for  the  assistants,  and  to  shops  to  inspect  statutory 
forms.

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery.

2.  Day  Nurseries. 

The  demand  for  day  nursery  accommodation  continues  and 
apart  from  casual  absence  due  to  sickness,  all  the  day  nurseries 
have  been  fully  used  and  have  considerable  waiting  lists.  Children 
in  the  age  range  0-5  years  are  admitted,  and  the  following  categories 
are  eligible  for  admission : — 

The  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or  having  a  baby. 

The  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  is  seeking  work. 

Children  of  parents  who  cannot  find  suitable  homes,  or  are 
living  in  overcrowded  and/or  insanitary  dwellings. 

The  child  of  the  widow  who  must  educate  and  support  her 
family. 

Children  of  mothers  engaged  in  essential  industries. 

The  nurseries  are  recognised  by  the  Ministries  of  Health  and 
Education  as  training  centres  for  students  for  the  certificate  of  the 
National  Nursery  Examination  Board. 
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x\ll  the  children  attending  the  nurseries  are  medically 
examined  monthly,  and  diphtheria  immunisation  is  also  carried  out

3.  Premature  Infants. 

Special  equipment,  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home,  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  at 
the  request  of  a  doctor  or  midwife.  The  Relief  Midwife  has  attended 
a  special  course  of  instruction  n  the  care  of  premature  babies  at 
the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  her  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in 
order  that  she  can  advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as 
to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the 
birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  Sjlbs.  or  less  the 
infant  is  considered  to  be  premature.

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4.  Illegitimate  Children. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
■children  to  give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Ef¥ective  co-opera¬ 
tion  exists  between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  office  and  the 
various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in 
dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently 
present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Moral  Welfare 
Homes.

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HEALTH  VISITING. 


Under  Section  24  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
health  visiting  became,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  a  statutory 
duty.  The  relevant  section  says :  “  It  shall  be  a  duty  of  every  local 
health  authority  to  make  provision  in  their  area  for  the  visiting  of 
persons  in  their  homes  by  visitors,  to  be  called  ‘  health  visitors,’  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children, 
persons  suffering  from  illness  and  expectant  or  nursing  mothers, 
and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection.” 
Previously  the  health  visitor  was  mainly  concerned  with  the  welfare 
of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although  this 
must  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now 
also  concerned  with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  family  as  a 
unit,  and  the  scope  of  her  work  has  consequently  been  very  con¬ 
siderably  extended  and  broadened.  An  increasinp-  part  of  her  time 
is  being  devoted  to  the  problems  of  the  aged  and  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital.  She  also  attends  at  the 
Infant  Welfare,  Ante-Natal  and  School  Clinics,  and  undertakes 
School  Medical  work. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students  who  are  taking  the  course  of  training, 
arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds, 
for  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate.

HOME  NURSING. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  fill  a  most  pressing 
need  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds  especially  for  the 
aged  chronic  sick,  and  the  early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospital 
owing  to  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc.  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required. 
The  existing  equipment  is  at  present  being  augmented  and  will 
eventually  be  very  comprehensive  in  range.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

IMiss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Mental  Health  Social 
Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  supervision 
and  training'  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  Division,  who  are 
under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence  from 
Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  aftercare  of  persons 
discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  although  little  work  has  been 
done  in  this  direction,  as  this  is  mainly  carried  out  b}^  the  social 
worker  attached  to  the  local  Mental  Hospital. 
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Miss  M.  Moxon,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training-  of 
defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable  and  who  are  living  at  home,  to 
attend  daily  at  the  West  Leeds  Occupation  Centre,  Armley  Grange, 
Stanningley  Road,  Leeds. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  initial 
proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  of  unsound  mind 
under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  is  Mr.  J.  Rollisson, 
Divisional  Welfare  Office,  Bradford.
